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Producing Good Milk at Low Cost 


IGH-QUALITY milk can be produced with less than half the labor com- 
monly used and with approximately half the investment commonly 
found in farm dairy buildings, according to results of a three-year 

case study conducted on several farms in the St. Louis milkshed. 

This study was initiated by USDA and conducted under contract with 
the Doane Agricultural Service, Inc., St Louis, Missouri. Representatives of 
the Illinois and Missouri experiment stations also helped develop work plans. 
The study sought answers to two major questions: 


1. How do dairy buildings and equipment influence milk quality? 


2. What's the most economical investment in labor, buildings, and 
equipment consistent with the production of high-quality milk? 


In answer to the first question, the study strikingly revealed that pro- 
duction of good milk—once established by effective sanitation and cooling 
isn't adversely affected by use of low-cost buildings, labor-saving arrange- 
ments, or increases in herd size. Sanitation was achieved by such established 
practices as cleaning cows properly, cooling milk promptly and adequately, 
and using chemicals and mechanical means for cleaning and maintaining 
equipment. 

Answers to the second question were found in employment of the loose- 
housing system of dairy farming, better arrangement of buildings, and use of 
equipment designed to increase efficiency. New construction or remodeling 
was provided on test farms at a cost, based on 1950 prices, of about $200 per 
cow for the new dairy buildings and equipment needed for herds of 20 to 30 
cows. This is little more than half the reproduction cost of conventional 
buildings and facilities commonly found on farms producing Grade A milk 
in the area, 


Nine .ordinary farms in the St. Louis milkshed were used for the test. 
Operators of some of them had not previously attempted to produce milk of a 
quality suitable for direct fluid consumption. New buildings and equipment 
were installed step by step on three of the test farms. Buildings were ex- 
tensively remodeled on four. On the remaining farms, two complete dairy 
systems were constructed at the beginning of the study. 

Four additional farms on which Grade A milk was already being produced 
were used as controls. 


Operators who followed recommended sanitation practices and used 
effective cooling systems, produced milk of sufficiently low bacterial count 
to meet Grade A standards. 


On one test farm, for example, a change from hand milking to pipeline 
milking and from no mechanical cooling to spray cooling reduced bacteria 
count from above 500,000 per milliliter in 50 per cent of the samples to an 
acceptable level of 200,000 or less. In fact, the proportion of samples that 
tested under 20,000 bacterial count per milliliter on this farm compared 
favorably with that on one of the better control farms. 


Labor studies indicated that as many as 225 hours per cow per year were 
spent on some of the experimental farms in the first year of the study. The 
average for six of the farms was about 155 hours. Changes made for the sake 
of efficiency reduced this chore labor to an average of about 58 hours per cow 
per year in the final months of the study. 


Labor efficiency was improved mainly through ground-level storage of hay 
and silage, self-feeding, and direct movement of feed from storage to feeders; 
evens auie and means of bringing cows to the operator, rest-area arrange- 
ment and storage of bedding to reduce quantity used and labor involved; 
and use of a pipeline milker, spray cooler, water heater, and similar dairy 
equipment. 

Other contributing factors were work routines to keep milker units in 
nearly constant operation at milking time and use of a preparation stall, in 
addition to two milking stalls, to get cows ready for far? 


Belief that !oose-housing systems of dairy farming require large quan- 
tities of bedding was disproved by the study. Over a three-year-period on one 
of the farms, for example, only 475 pounds of bedding was used per cow per 
year. This was accomplished largely by eliminating cow traffic lanes and by 
feeding hay and silage at convenient distances from the resting area. From 
35 to 50 square feet o * sae was available in the resting area and the cows were 
kept clean without difficulty.

A year ago I wrote to you about 
examining the base of the brain on 
bulls or cows that have proved them- 
selves to produce offspring that far 
excel themselves, and also examine the 
ones that have proved very bad and 
their heifers made poor records. 

I studied a book written by Walter 
Hogan. He made a life study of chick- 
ens and found for sure that hens and 
roosters, with a large development 
at the base of their brain, would pro- 
duce pullets that would raise their own 
parent's egg production. He could 
take just common chickens and by 
selecting and culling, in five years 
have them bred up to lay 200 eggs per 
hen. He did that a good many times. 
I think the same thing can be done 
with cattle. You told me you would 
have it looked into by the research 
people, and I have been wondering if 
they found out anything along that 
line. I'm sure it can be no but I’m 
in No position to do it myself. It is too 
expensive for a farmer to attempt, and 
should be done by the best veterinar- 
ians, 

Some big cattleman down in Texas 
is grading up a herd in a hurry by 
checking a cent of live sperms in 
the semen from bulls. Without a 
doubt, their semen contained a very 
low per cent of live sperm. If this 
man in Texas is having such good pro- 
gress with his beef animals, why can’t 
the same thing be done with dairy 
bulls? It undoubtedly is about the 
same thing as a post mortem exami- 
nation of their skull. Have any dairy- 
men tried this method yet? It should 
make a considerable improvement at 
least, and get good headioas if nothing 
else. That alone is worth a lot. 

I notice the best cows seem to have 
great big nostrils. That shows enor- 
mous lungs and great vitality, which 
is absolutely necessary to enormous 
production.

The Bulls’ Story 


Tue Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation Letters of the USDA for 
April, 1954, carried the story of 4,972 
bulls proved in 1953. When bulls 
were bred to cows averaging from 241 
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to 363 lbs. of fat, the job of siring 
daughters appreciably better than the 
daughters’ dams was not too difficult. 
But as the level of dams’ yield went up 
beyond 363 Ibs. the job became in- 
creasingly hard. Around 436 lbs. (the 
breaking point) the yield of dams and 
their daughters was about the same. 
From that point, however, the com- 


bination of genetic influence and feed- 
ing and management was not good 
enough to get the daughters’ average 
above that of their dams. About 24 
years ago, the breaking point was about 
367 Ibs. of fat, thus indicating what 
great strides have been made in pro- 
duction since that time. It takes a 
great bull to have a lot of unselected 
daughters better than dams that run 
over 450 Ibs. of fat, on the M. E. Basis. 
Thus, there were 2,996 of these bulls 
that improved production, 726 held 
good production around the breaking 
point, and 1,250 failed to push the 
average above that point.

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Both Lose

ONTACTS with Guernsey breeders who sent remittances to 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club numbered 70,850 

for 1953. This is about average for a normal year. Each year, 
for over a third of a century, we have called to the attention of 
breeders the danger of loss unless checks, money orders and 
drafts are enclosed with their papers. No year passes but what 
a number of breeders forward work in which no remittance is 
found. Upon being so informed, they claim cash was enclosed. 


It is embarrassing, at best, to clear the matter. The breeder 
may feel there is negligence in the Treasurer's office, and we may 
hesitate to declare that if money was enclosed we never got it. 
Further, if it was enclosed and it never reached the Treasurer, 
then what has happened? Theft? Maybe, but there is no reason 


or excuse that can justify sending cash with any order at any 
time. 


All mail is opened in the presence of not only bonded em- 
ployees but with either the Comptroller or his assistant super- 
vising. Any piece of mail with specie in it is noted and checked 
in two ways to make sure no situation can develop that will not 
have had the facts established for The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club operations. 


This practice of ‘‘cash enclosed” is a situation where both 
lose. The sender has no evidence of payment and the recipient 
is constantly embarrassed by errors in the actual fees needed. 


It might be thought by some that constant notice should be 
maintained on this situation. The fact is, that anyone careless 
enough to enclose cash is not the kind of person who reads 
notices. His greatest claim to fame is his meticulous sensitive- 
ness to being told, ‘there was no remittance.”’ ‘Someone in 
your outfit just got away with it,” is the most common response, 
and then those responsible feel, and rightfully so, that they are 
considered dishonest. 


Next to the actual intent of dishonesty is gross carelessness. 
“Hard” money travels conspicuously, “folding” money travels 
best through the Teller's window, and only an instrument that 
serves as a receipt is worth anything through the mail, unless 
registered. Even then, there are cheaper and better ways of 
transporting payments.

ossy, long considered a creature 
B of temperament that had to be 
coddled and petted, is coming 
to be recognized as an Amazon among 
domestic animals. Both she and her 
calves have shown they can “‘take it” 
in fact, they enjoy the elements and 
do much better in open housing. To- 
day's Bossy needs less than half the 
bedding her mother used. The atten- 
tion she requires has been cut from 200 
hours a year to 40. She’s given up 
coyness, too, and no longer has to be 
coaxed into the milking parlor. 

All of this is significant because it 
releases the dairyman’s time and re- 
duces his labor, thus cutting milk pro- 
duction cost--and at no time in the 
history of dairying have these things 
been more important. The means by 
which this long coveted goal is reached 
includes loose-housing, elevated milk- 
ing stalls, cow-to-can milking, and 
self-feeding of silage and hay. 

For the last three years experiments 
have been conducted on individual 
farms in Southern Illinois by the US- 
DA, the Doane Agricultural Service, 
several Midwest Colleges, and the Pet 
Milk Company for the expressed pur- 
pose of reducing costs and labor. Now 
the Extension Service and other agen- 
cies are publicizing results of these 
experiments and working together to 
promote the new methods. 

Because of the work and experiments 
already completed and interest along 
these lines, a farmer today can go into 
dairying with less investment than was 
formerly thought possible. He can 
take most of the drudgery out of his 
dairy operations, expand his produc- 
tion, step-up the cow- carrying capacity 
of his farm, and materially increase the 
profits. In addition, the cows will be 
healthier and milk production in- 
creased with no letdown in quality, 
and probably an improvement. All of 
these benefits are made possible by 
simply taking advantage of planning, 
integrating materials and machinery, 
and methods. 

It is claimed that during the last 
decade agriculture in the United States 


has made more progress in cutting cost 
and reducing ae than has industry 
as a whole. Unfortunately, dairying 
has not kept pace in this field with 
other major phases of farming. One 
reason is probably the fact that dairy- 
men have found it more difficult to 
mechanize than have, for instance, the 
grain farmers. 


While dairying has progressed in 
this field, the changes have a8 slow. 
Many dairymen still have the large, 
expensive type of barn with long rows 
of stanchions; they still carry the milk 
and feed. Modern dairy farmers, faced 
with rising costs and labor shortages, 
seek ways of milking more cows with 
less labor and less investment in build- 
ings. They believe in letting the cow 
do the work instead of treating her 
like a hospital patient. That is the 
objective in the new milking parlors 
and self-feeding, bunker silos. Dairy- 
men’s interest is rapidly increasing, 
too, in the low-cost, pole-type build- 
ings so easily adapted to labor-saving 
ideas. 

Now these pole-type, open-front 
barns and horizontal bunker silos are 
beginning to dot farming areas 
throughout the United States. Dairy- 
men with the new setups are cleaning, 
milking and feeding up to 30 cows per 
man hour. Cows have been wintered in 
open housing in Ohio and Michigan 
as well as in Mississippi and Virginia. 
A study of bunker silos used in Wis- 
consin this winter revealed no serious 
freezing of the silage although tem- 
peratures over a number of days were 
recorded from 10° to 18° below zero, 
while in the South cows feed from 
trench silos throughout the day and 
night. 


POLE-TYPE OPEN-FRONT BARNS 


The pole-type barn consists of a 
building framed on heavy poles, pres- 
sure-treated with preservative, and set 
approximately five feet into the 
ground. The building is covered with 
sheet metal or some other suitable 
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This helps increase the milk production 
per acre. 

When loose-housing and self-feed- 
ing are practiced, more units of dairy 
cattle can be carried per farm and per

material. Heavy foundation labor is 
avoidei, and far less carpentry is in- 
volved in building the structure. Con- 
struction costs are a little over one- 
half those for the conventional type 
building. The pole-type structure has 
proved more fire and storm resistant 
than the old-type building. 

Many farmers are still skeptical of 
the loose-housing idea.

shed space is required per cow instead 
of from 80 to 100 square feet-—-and in 
addition, the cows are cleaner.

The loose-housing shed should be 
open to the South, and the loafing area 
not over 30 feet deep, as the sun's rays 
in winter do not go back over 25 or 30 
feet. In many instances loafing sheds 
are built 40 feet deep, but then the 
back 10 feet is used for storage of baled 
straw. This has the advantage of cut- 
ting labor in the bedding operations to 
a minimum. However, in a 30-foot

This is easily understood because the 
principle varies so much from accepted 
practices that many of us have recom- 
mended and followed through the 
years. 
Loose-housing and self-feeding go 
hand in hand. To practice self-feeding 
of silage and hay, that is feeding direct- 
ly from storage, it is almost necessary 
that cows be housed in a loose-hous-

nutrients saved from the crops. Dairy 
cows will consume only a little over 
one-half as much hay when a good- 
quality silage is available to them. 

To harvest and store roughage in the 
form of silage, it is necessary to have 
efficient methods and suitable ma- 
chinery for the type of silo. 

The horizontal silo is less expensive 
than the upright, and still offers ade- 
quate storage capacity. Both the 
horizontal bunker and trench type 
silos are growing in importance; both 
can be filled with a minimum of labor 
and adapted to the principle of self- 
feeding. 

The horizontal silo can be filled 
largely from the tractor seat. If the 
silage is to be made from long grass, 
the buckrake is normally used when 
the field is nearby. Chopped wes 
requires a chopper and sufficient trucks 
or wagons to haul the silage. One 
tractor should be kept from constant 
packing. Good packing is one of the

HORIZONTAL TYPE SILOS 

Considerable time, labor and costs 
can be saved in feeding chores with a 
horizontal type silo and self-feeding 
devices for both silage and hay. 

Silage can furnish a major share of 
the feed necessary to get maximum 
milk production per cow, and at the 
same time increase the amount of

referably in concrete. The floor must 
Ee concrete, about four inches thick 
and reinforced.

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x 6 inch pine material, tongue-and- 
— A self-feeding gate will not 
unction properly unless the floor is 
concrete. 

The silo should never be narrower 
than a little over one-and-one-half 
times the width of the tractor to be 
used in packing. Minimum width for 
effective packing is probably 10 feet 
to 12 feet. A rough rule in figuring the 
width of a bunker silo is to allow suffi- 
cient room for approximately one- 
seventh of the dairy herd to eat at one 
time, or around 6 inches of space on 
the feeding gate per cow. 

The most economical way to use a 
bunker silo is with a self-feeding gate 
or electric wire. Cows take their turns 
at the gate. Boss cows eat first, but 
Individual 
cows have been observed going to the 
self-feeding gate as many as 20 times 
per day. 

Another advantage of the bunker 
silo is that it can be located where it 
will be most convenient for filling and 
feeding, whereas the trench silo is well 
suited only to rolling and hilly land. 
Drainage is very important in any self- 
feeding silo. 

If a trench silo is to be built, it 
should be made permanent by con- 
creting the sides and bottom, and the 
depth should not be more than six to 
eight feet for ease in feeding. Addi- 
tional labor and time in the feeding 
operations can be saved by storing the 
hay on the ground level, and feeding 
as far as possible through self-feeding 
hay bunks. The baled hay can be 
stored on the ground level in the old 
barn or in specially constructed pole- 
type hay storage sheds that are equip- 
ped with self-feeding hay gates. 

THE MILKING PARLOR 

Around 65 to 70 per cent of the 
dairy chores are in the actual milking 
operation, handling of the milk and 
care of the equipment. Consequently, 
this is an important factor. The milk- 
ing Operation is, in many cases, consid- 
ered the more undesirable part of 
dairying. Thus it is essential in modern 
setups to save labor and time in this 
operation. 


the others pet their turns. 
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One man can handle 30 cows per hour in a two-stall, 
milking parlor equipped with a pipe line milker. 


Here the idea revolves around a 
milking parlor and cow-to-can milk- 
ing. The parlors may vary according 
to the needs of the dairyman. For a 
herd of eight to 15 cows, one of the 
more popular consists of two elevated 
milking stalls and a one-unit, Ccow-to- 
can milker. This setup is often referred 
to as the one-unit type parlor. One 
man can handle approximately 20 
cows per hour with this arrangement. 


Steps such as these are recommended 
for the entrance to elevated milking stalls. 
When cows leave the parlor, however, they 
prefer to go down a ramp. 


The feeding gate is hung from above in 
this bunker silo in Wisconsin. In some areas, 
electric wiring is replacing the feeding gates. 
Sixty head of cows consume large amounts of 
this silage daily. The silo, which has an esti 
mated capacity of 400 tons, was opened for 
feeding last November 16 


“prep” stall 


For herds ranging from 15 to 60 milk- 
ing cows, one of the most efficient 
plans consists of an elevated platform 
with one ‘‘prep”’ stall and two milking 
stalls. One man can handle about 30 
cows per hour with this setup, and it ts 
nearly three times faster than milking 
by hand. Cows walk up steps into the 
milking parlor, and out down ramps, 
while the operator stands conveniently 
30 inches below them instead of 
crouching from cow to cow, as in the 
old fixed stanchion system. 


Use of the “prep” stall is quite 
important, as well as a time saver. It 
allows the operator to prepare a third 
cow properly while the other two are 
being milked, and gives time to stimu- 
late the milk letdown. Delay in milk- 
ing time between cows is around 430 
seconds, compared with two or more 
minutes that the milker hangs idle 
where there is no ‘‘prep”’ stall. 

The milk from the milking machine 
goes directly to the cans or through a 
pipeline to the cooler. The pipe is 
flushed out with hot water and dairy 
cleanser for cleaning. Sanitation under 
automatic flushing has so far proved 
more satisfactory than most former 
methods, and is much easier and suret.

Loose - Housing 


OVEMBER 15, 1951, when the 
Michigan State College Brown 
Swiss herd was moved from 
its comfortable stanchion barn to a new 
loose-housing barn, was a cold, raw 
day such as is often experienced in 
Michigan during the late fall. The 
effect of this sudden exposure to the 
cold on the production of the herd was 
a matter of some concern. However, 
milk production appeared to be un- 
affected by the change. 

That was the first experience with the 
loose-housing of dairy cattle on the 
College farm. During the three years 
which have followed, Holsteins and 
Jerseys, in addition to the Brown Swiss, 
have been maintained in one of two 
loose-housing developments. Most 
of the problems confronting dairymen 
who go into this type of housing have 
been encountered. Therefore, some of 
our experiences may help readers who 
have, or are considering, loose-housing 
for their dairy herds. 

Many farm visits with dairymen 
having this type of housing were made 
before building the facilities at the 
College. Some of these farmers liked 
loose-housing because of its economy, 
convenience and flexibility. Others 
who were having trouble keeping their 
barn, exercise lot and cows clean were

sorry that they had changed from the 
conventional barn. 
A New SYSTEM OF MANAGEMENT 

After visiting with these dairymen, 
it seemed evident that loose-housing 
is more than just another type of cow 
barn. A new system of herd manage- 
ment is involved with freedom and 
efficiency as its goals. The cows are 
free to move at will except during milk- 
ing and the operator is released from 
many routine chores. The cows are 
not pampered as in stanchion barns. 
Instead of a relatively warm stable, the 
animals are exposed to out-of-doors 
temperatures. Ideally, hay and silage 
are not hand-fed but are stored so that 
the cows can eat directly from self- 
feeders whenever they choose. Con- 
centrates are fed and the milking done 
in a small room where an entire herd 
may be milked in three or four stalls. 
Manure is hauled from the lounge area 
only once or twice a year. 

Many of the observed cases of dis- 
satisfaction with loose-housing ap- 
peared to be due to the farmer's inabil- 
ity to adapt his old management or 
facilities to the new system. Some had 
tried to combine parts of the loose- 
housing system with their old stan- 
chion barns and consequently lost 
many of the advantages of each.

An experimental self-feeding silo is lo

With the view that loose-housing is 
a system of management as well as a 
type of housing, our aim has been to 
develop plans and practices which will 
be economical and convenient for the 
operator and at the same time meet the 
needs of his cattle. 


ARRANGEMENT OF LOOSE-HOUSING 


Loose-housing should be thought of 
as being composed of six areas: The 
lounge, milking room, milk house, 
exercise lot, feed and water, and young

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stock. Each area is a distinct division 
and has certain requirements which 
must be met if the system is to work 
satisfactorily. 

The lounge should provide about 
50 square feet of area per cow. The 
cattle will trample the bedded area less 
if the —_ is approximately square. 
Facing the lounge barn to the south or 
east will protect the resting cows from 
direct gusts of wind. Maternity and 
calf pens are often constructed along 
one side or end of the lounge. Pro- 
tection of these pens from drafts and 
the proper ventilation of the entire 
lounge to prevent condensation is 
particularly important. 

The milking room and milk house 
should adjoin each other and may be 
in a separate building or, as in our 
housing, occupy a portion of the 
lounge barn. The thifking room does 
not require elaborate equipment, but 
should provide a pit in which the oper- 
ator stands while milking. When the 
cows are elevated, the milker can work 
more comfortably and the udders are 
on a level where it is possible to doa 
better job of preparing and milking 
each individual. 

If the cows have to walk up or down 
an incline at the milking room, steps 
are more desirable than a ramp. Ani- 
mals frequently slip and sometimes 
fall on a ramp but seldom have trouble 
mastering steps.

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in the lounge barn, it should be pro- 
vided with a summer and a winter 
entrance for the cows. A summer en- 
trance opening from the exercise lot 
permits closing the lounge area during 
the pasture season. A winter entrance 
from the lounge allows the cows to be 
under shelter while waiting to enter the 
milking room. 

The cows’ exit from the milking 
room should be near the doorway 
between the lounge and lot. Studies 
have shown that a whe one-half of the 
cows will go into the lot immediately 
after milking. Traffic across the bed- 
ded area pos. of reduced if these animals 
leave the milking room near a lounge 
exit. 

Locating the milk house adjacent to 
the milking room reduces milk carry- 
ing to a minimum and is especially 
desirable where a pipeline installation 
is contemplated. 

The hay barn, with the mow at 
ground level, should be at the west or 
north side of the exercise lot for pro- 
tection of this and the lounge area bom 
wind and snow. A self-feeding trench 
or stack silo may be located on the 
third side of the lot. 


Roughages should be as nearly self- 
fed as is possible to take full advantage 
of the loose-housing system. True, 
self-feeding is virtually impossible 
since it is usually necessary to move 
hay to the bunks once or twice daily. 
Silage, too, may have to be loosened 


ean rip eliminate the need for carrying hay more than a few feet 
Fresh feed should be moved to the racks each morning and night. 


and moved short distances. However, 
if movable feeders are placed in front 
of the hay and silage, much of the work 
of carrying feed is done away with. 

Feeding roughages in the lounge 
area is a frequent cause of unsatisfac- 
tory results with loose-housing. A 
major objective of a good arrangement 
is tO encourage the cows to remain 
outside except when resting. Feeding 
in the lounge has an opposite effect. 
It increases the space required per cow, 
reduces the resting area, causes exces- 
sive trampling of the bedding, and 
makes it difficult to keep the cows and 
barn clean. 

The area around water cups or tanks 
should be paved as it is usually wet. 
Waterers should always be located in 
the exercise lot to save bedding and 
further encourage the cows to leave the 
lounge. 

The exercise lot, like the lounge, 
should be nearly square and provide 
about 50 square feet per animal. It is 
preferable that the lot be paved, since 
it can be cleaned more easily. Paved 
lots should be scraped every week or 
10 days during the non-pasturing 
season. Although difficult to kee 
clean and dry, where drainage is poms 
gravel, crushed corn cobs, shavings, or 
sawdust can be used as fill when the 
exercise lot is not paved. Continuous 
additions will be necessary, but when 
corn cobs, shavings or similar materials 
are used, a foot or more of manure may 
be removed at the end of each winter. 

Heifers should have their own shel- 
ter and exercise lot. It is often conven- 
ient to house them in one end of the 
hay barn where they can eat from the 
back side of the same mow as the cows. 
Dry cows may also be placed with the 
heifers or they may remain with the 
milking herd. In either case, a trough 
should be placed in the lot for feeding 
concentrates to animals not passing 
through the milking room. When the 
dry cows are left with the milking herd, 
they should be fed concentrates while 
the remainder are confined for milking. 

EFFECT OF WEATHER 

One of the first questions asked by 
dairymen is in regard to the effect of 
bad weather on the eating and produc- 
tion of cows in loose-housing. So far 
no adverse effects have been noted.

DAIRY BARNS fer the 
Southwest

HE pattern for the dairy barns 
built in the early history of dairy- 
ing in the Southwest were mod- 
eled largely after the barns used in 
older dairy sections of the United 


States, without giving a a deal of 


thought to the adaptability of these 
types of barns to the climatic condi- 
tions in the Southwest. The barns 
erected in the older dairy sections of 
the United States were of the two 
story or loft type and constructed to 
protect the animals from long severe 
cold weather. Furthermore, they were 
erected at a time when dairy practices 
were quite different to what they are 
today. These early types of barns were 
designed to house the entire herd at 
one time and the milking operations 
were carried out in the same rooms in 
which the cows were stabled. This 
type of structure was necessarily rather 
expensive and it was not always con- 
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ducive to the best comfort of the ani- 
mals. A comfortable dairy cow is the 
most efficient dairy cow, and this fact 
should be given due consideration in 
planning any building in which to 
handle her. 

It is true that in the Southwest the 
winter weather may not be as severe as 
it is in states further north. Neverthe- 
less, it is just as severe for short periods 
and probably much more changeable. 
It is, therefore, just as necessary to 
have protection from the cold rains and 
sudden changes in temperature in the 
Southwest as it is for the northern 
dairyman to protect his cattle during 
the continuous cold weather in his 
section of the country. However, in 
the Southwest this protection may be 
had at less cost of building construc- 
tion in that the buildings need not 
necessarily be as tight or expensive in 
construction as in the northern type 
barn. 


At the present time there are two 
general methods or systems of housing 
the dairy herd. The first is that fol- 
lowed by the early dairymen of this 
country, and consists of a loft type and 
basement type structure in which the 
entire dairy herd of milking cows, 
young heifers, calves and herd sires 
are al housed in the same building. 
This type of structure came down from 
the older dairy regions of the country. 
In surveys made by various agricul- 
tural experiment stations, it has been 


found that this method of housing the 
herd is expensive in initial cost, is 
difficult to maintain in a sanitary con- 
dition and involves the greatest 
amount of labor per cow as compared 
with the method commonly referred 
to as a (1) double or (2) multiple 
system of housing. This system of 
housing necessitates the erection of a 
sufficiently large building to not only 
house the herd but to also store the 
feed for the herd, which fact in itself 

reatly increases the fire hazard in the 
Building. Furthermore, where the 
entire herd is housed in the building 
where the milking is done, it is neces- 
sary to clean the barn of a large amount 
of litter daily and then bed the cows 
again. This is the practice found in 
several surveys to increase the labor 
demand considerably above other types 
of housing. 


The second method of housing the 
dairy herd consists of a feeding or 
lounging barn for the milking herd, a 
barn for the young stock, a shed or 
barn for the herd sires, and a milking 
barn, some forms of which are called 
miiking parlors. This method of hous- 
ing the dairy herd was started in the 
Southwest, and is now being adopted 
in some of the older sections of dairy- 
ing of the United States where dairy- 
men have found it necessary to re- 
build their dairy barns. This method 
drobably is much better adapted to the 
South and Southwest than it is to the

conditions further North. However, 
it has been found in a study of this 
method on farms in Wisconsin that 
herds housed in this manner were 
maintained in better health and pro- 
duced milk at a lower cost than herds 
housed in a closed loft type barn. 
Without going into any details of 
construction, we might say that, under 
the double system of housing, an ordi- 
nary galvanized iron building properly 
arranged to store sufficient hay for the 
milking herd and contain shed space 
for sheltering the herd is sufficient. 
Such a barn should be located 30 to 50 
yards from the milking barn or parlor 
and connected therewith by a double : 
lane or chute for the cows entering and ¥ fj 
leaving the milking barn. This dis- chad race we es ¢ 
tance may be reduced under some con- ri! 
ditions such as prevailing wind direc- a 
tion in respect to the milking barn or 
the land contour surrounding the two 
buildings. This type of arrangement 
reduces the labor demand and main- 
tains a herd under more natural con- 
ditions. This is conducive to better 
health of the herd and certainly less 
injury to the animals. 
The size of this shelter and feed barn, 
of course, depends upon the number 
of milking cows in the herd. However, 
it is desirable to allow a minimum of 
80 square feet of floor space for each 
cow. This space includes the area 
required for feeding trough. That 
part of the floor where the feeding 
trough is located should be concrete, 
as well as a platform and gutter adjoin-

ment for this feeding practice, how- 
ever, necessitates an additional build- 
ing for hay storage, and is not recom- 
mended for small operations. 
If the herd consists of 30 to 40 milk- 
ing cows, it is more advisable to have 
the hay storage space in the shelter or 
lounging barn. Likewise, the silos 
should be adjacent to this building. 
However, both types of operations are 
in use in the Southwest. 
The calf barn which may also be 
arranged to house the heifers up to 
breeding age should be located in 
another direction from the milking 
barn, but not necessarily in the oppo- 
site direction from the lounging or 
shelter barn. It may be of simple con- 
struction such as the lounging barn, 
but it should be designed so that it 
will have sufficient storage space for 
hay and grain for the young herd, and 
arranged to properly house the various 
age animals in the young herd. Some

This building, as 
well as the lounging or shelter ae 
for the milking herd, should be closed 
in the north side and both ends, but 
open to south side. The north wall 
should have windows. 

The buildings for the herd sires may 
be of a shed type construction, but 
they should be designed with sufficient 
storage space for both roughage and 
concentrate feed for the herd sires. 
Such buildings should be located at 
a greater distance from the milking 
barn than either of the other two units 
mentioned above, but should be lo- 
cated conveniently to the lounging 
barn. The arrangement of these build- 
ings in the manner I have outlined 
me he the cost of handling the feed 
to a minimum, and insures the greatest 
safety to the health of the herd. If 
natural breeding is practiced a safety 
breeding chute is highly desirable in 
the bull pens. 

Now, the last building in this plan 
is the milking barn, which is one with 
the greatest cost of any building in the 
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plan. Itis not necessary to have a milk- 
ing barn to stable or tie the entire 
milking herd at one time. It should be 
designed so that it will have sufficient 
stanchions or ties for at least four COWS 
per milker at one time. In addition to 
the milking room, provision should 
be made in this building for a sufficient 
amount of concentrates for the herd 
for at least one week. This space may 
be provided for in the form of a room 
adjoining the milking room. (See 
Figures 1 and 2.) In this building a 
very wholesome but delicate human 
food is handled, and therefore every 
precaution should be made in its 
design to have the building well- 
lighted with natural light, be easily 
cleaned, and arranged so that it will 
require the minimum amount of work 
in the milking operations in the barn. 
The milk room, which must also be a 
part of this building, should be con- 
venient to the milking room and con- 
structed so that it will likewise be well- 
lighted. It is also desirable, though 
not necessarily required around all

cities, to have a separate utensil or wash 
room adjoining the milk room, but 
preferably separated therefrom by a 
hall, small room, or double doors in 
order that no odors from this room 
may contaminate the air in the milk 
room. 


The use of milking parlors or walk- 
through barns are replacing the more 
conventional barns as illustrated in 
Figures 1 and 2. The small barn illus- 
trated in Figures 3 and 4 are examples 
of this Sasa bi fora small herd. This 
is becoming a very popular barn in the 
Southwest, and with some modifica- 
tion can be made to accommodate a 
herd of 150 cows. This type of barn 
has several advantages over the con- 
ventional type, the most important 
one being the saving of labor, and a 
more satisfied labor force. 

The photograph in connection with 
this article illustrates the housing 
system here discussed with the excep- 
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tion of the bull quarters. These quar- 
ters are located fmt a mile from the 
headquarter buildings. Artificial 
breeding is practiced and it is not 
necessary, therefore, to have the bull 
quarters located any closer to the milk- 
ing herd quarters. 

Beginning at left in the front row of 
buildings, the first building is a barn 
in which concentrates are fed to the 
cows before they enter the next build- 
ing to the right, which is the milking 
parlor, milk room, washroom lavato- 
ries and stall for tank truck. Combine 
milkers are used in this barn and the 
milk passes directly from barn through 
pipes over cooler and into the milk 
tank truck.

announcement of the greatest 
importance to breeders of 


Guernseys in the U. S. A. and 
to exporters on this Island was made 
at a recent meeting of the States, or 
local parliament. 

It is given here in full: “The out- 
breaks of Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
which occurred in the Channel Islands 
during 1952 resulted in the United 
States authorities imposing a prohibi- 
tion on the importation into that 
country of cattle from the Channel 
Islands. 


“The prohibition continued in force 
throughout 1953, and following repre- 
sentations made by the States of Jersey 
Committee of Agriculture for its re- 
moval, a meeting of representatives of 
Jersey and Guernsey with the Agricul- 
tural Attache to the Embassy of the 
United States of America in London 
was held in Jersey in January this year. 
The Agricultural Attache was advised 
of the very strict precautions taken by 
the islands’ authorities to reduce the 
risk of Foot-and-Mouth Disease being 
imported into the islands, of the severe 
measures taken to deal with any out- 
breaks which did occur, and of the 
very low incidence of the disease in 
the islands. 

“Following this meeting we have 
now been advised that the prohibition 
has been removed and that the United 
States Department of Agriculture may 
now issue permits for the importation 
of cattle from the Channel Islands.”’ 


In view of the fact that Guernsey is 
over 80 miles by sea from the nearest 
part of the coast of England, the re- 
moval of these restrictions is a com- 
monsense measure, and it is hoped 
that, as a result, shipments will soon 
recommence and buyers from U. S. A. 
will again visit us. 

The same meeting of the States also 
had for consideration the annual re- 
view of milk prices with the auditor's 
report on production figures, as well 
as the report on the year's working of 
the States of Guernsey Dairy. 


The method of ascertaining the 
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average cost of production of milk is 
based on data supplied voluntarily by 
farmers, and in 1953 there were 23 
of these who submitted their books for 
audit. This was an increase of three on 
the previous year, and it is understood 
that a further seven have offered to co- 
operate during 1954. As there are 
about 350 farms on Guernsey this will 
still be less than 10 per cent of the 
total. 

In submitting the auditors’ tables, 
the Dairy Committee state: “An in- 
creasing number of farmers are rearing 
their calves largely on milk substitutes, 
which is cheaper than whole milk, thus 
helping to reduce the cost of produc- 
tion. This saving and other small sav- 
ings have been offset to a large extent 
by increased costs of hay-making, due 
to the increasing tendency to bale the 
hay crop, by decreased sundry receipts, 
and by a reduced net increase in herd. 
Nevertheless, the average net cost of 
production per gallon in 1953 of 
4/3.58d was 0.32d per gallon less than 
the computed average for 1952.” (As 
it is impossible to work out compari- 
sons between cents and English 
pennies at the present rate of exchange, 
one dollar may be taken as equal to 
8/Od, that is, eight shillings, or 96 
cents at one penny to the cent.) 

In the auditors’ analysis of costs, 
the highest amount is once again that 
for wages and farmer's own time, which 
together account for no less than 42.5 
per cent of the total outlay. Then come 
purchases of feedingstuffs, 13.1 per 
cent; rental charges, 10.1 per cent; 
ploughing, mowing, etc., 9.5 per cent; 
manures and fertilizers, 6.5 per cent; 
with whole milk fed to calves, 3.5 per 
cent, and depreciation on carts, tools, 
etc., 2.7 per cent. Other itesns, all of 
which rate less than two per cent each, 
include: Seeds; veterinary and medi- 
cines; stud fees, registrations, etc.; 
rates, water, light and heat; insurance; 
repairs, and maintenance. 

Actually, a slight decrease in wages 
is shown over the two previous years, 
but as this is no doubt due to mechani- 
zation of some process which the farm- 


er has undertaken himself, there has 
been an offsetting of such saving by 
an increase in his own labor charges. 

Among the general statistics, the 
following items of interest are shown 
which may be used for comparison by 
readers against their own records: 

Yearly average of milk yield per 
cow of the 229 cows in the 23 farms 
examined, 700 gallons. 

Average number of cows in each 
herd, 10, and average age of each, seven 
years. 

Total area of land used for milk pro- 
duction on the 23 farms, 516 acres; 
average yield per acre, 310 gallons. 

The report of the Dairy Committee 
shows that total purchases of milk 
from Guernsey farmers in 1953 were 
1,289,422 gallons, or 127,330 gallons 
more than in 1952. Imports of milk 
dropped in the same period by 115,545 
gallons. 


It is stated that the Island was self- 
supporting as regards milk for 41 
weeks of last year, the deficiency dur- 
ing the other 11 weeks being due to 
the heavy influx of visitors in July and 
August, and a cold spell in February. 

mong other reasons given for the 


improved rate of production are the 

uaranteed collective average price 
ane on cost of production plus four 
pence per gallon profit; seasonal varia- 
tions in price to encourage winter 
calving; advice given by three suc- 
cessive Agricultural Advisory officers 
in the post-war years, and generally 
favorable weather conditions. 


Sales of Guernsey butter last year 
amounted to 12,961 lbs. or more than 
double the output for 1952. 


Laboratory tests carried out in the 
normal course of duty at the Dairy 
totalled 41,815. The keeping quality 
of pasteurized Guernsey milk was 
highly satisfactory, but that of import- 
ed milk did not quite reach the same 
standard. 

The Gerber Fat Test on 4,023 
samples of raw Guernsey milk gave an 
average butterfat content of 4.342 per 
cent on a. m. and of 5.279 per cent on 
p. m. milk, with corresponding figures 
for pasteurized Guernsey milk of 4.232 
oy cent and 5.008 per cent, respective-

The meeting of the States accepted 
these reports and agreed that the aver- 
age wholesale price payable to pro- 
ducers for Grade A milk not surplus 
to requirements shall be 4/8d per 
gallon as until April 30, 1955, retail 
price to remain at 7¥2d per pint. 

In addition, the sum of £25,490 was 
voted to cover the loss on handling 
locally produced milk, and a further 
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sum of £31,185 to meet the running 
expenses of the States Dairy for the 12 
months ending April 30, 1955. 

While on the subject of statistics, it 
is interesting to note the figures re- 
cently published of imports to Guern- 
sey during last year. 

Bran and all cattle foods have 
shown a rise of over 100 tons to 1,786 
from 1,678 tons in 1952, though in 
1939 there were 3,398 tons imported. 

Hay and chaff totalled 58 tons last 
re against none in the year previous, 
put no less than 672 tons in 1939. 
Maize and oats also show a big differ- 
ence with pre-war days, figures for 
these being 173 tons, 1953; 148 tons, 
1952; and 790 tons in 1939 for maize, 
and 95 tons last year, 82 tons the year 
before, but 250 tons, 1939, for oats. 

Straw imports declined to 138 tons 
from 217 in 1952 and 622 tons in 1939; 
but wheat rose to 1,443 tons from 565 
tons in 1952, this figure being in excess 
of the pre-war imports of 1,156 tons. 

A farmer's life is not all figuring, 
however, even today, and one of the 
important features of island agricul- 
ture is keeping interest alive in the 
local Young Farmers Club.

Florida Field Day

Tue Florida Guernsey Cattle Club 
held its annual field day at Stuart on 
June 4 on William J. Mathieson’s 
Coastal Dairy Farm, one of Florida's 
newest and most beautiful Guernsey 
establishments. Approximately 90 
Guernsey enthusiasts were in at- 
tendance. 

The new and attractive dairy barn 
was the site of the beginning of the 
day’s program, a type demonstration, 
conducted by Merton Sowerby, man- 
ager of Brays Island Plantation, Yemas- 
see, S. C., and Earl Johnson of Dins- 
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novelty in that when each competitor 
had pulled and topped his eight rows 
neatly, he had to select and set aside 
six roots which he considered best for 
seed. Winner was J. L. Gavet. 


A recent test has been the annual 
cattle judging competition at which 
H. Dorey, with only six faults as com- 
pared with the cards of two adult 
judges, headed the list of eight com- 
petitors. Points secured by winners 
in the above, as well as other contests, 
count towards the award of the 4-H 
trophy which is won annually by the 
best all-round Club member of the 
year. 

Also popular on Guernsey now are 
the competitions for the best leys, 
which are organized by the various 
local agricultural societies. 

The winner of that of the Northern 
A. and H. S. has been announced as 
F. D. Norman, who scored 87 points. 
These contests have done much to- 
wards helping to stimulate the increase 
of milk production on the Island. 

Guernsey's little Society with the 
big name, that of the Mutual Insur- 
ance Against Loss of Cattle Slaughtered 
by Order of the Guernsey Authorities, 
has held its annual meeting. This So- 
ciety covers foot-and-mouth disease, 
tuberculosis, and all other cattle dis- 
eases, and the premium is the modest 
sum of 2d in the £ (or 2 cents per 
$2.50). At least there is something 
cheap on Guernsey! 

It is with regret that breeders of 
Guernseys all over the world will learn 
of the death of Pierre Albert Mahy of 
Figtree, Vale, in his 82nd year. Well- 
known for his interest and success in 
farming, he was one of the founders of 
the Guernsey Farmers’ Association, 
and also of the Co-operative Dairy, 
which was eventually merged into the 
present island organization.

more Dairies, Jacksonville, Florida. 
These two capable cowmen did an 
excellent job. They used several of the 
good cows in the herd to illustrate 
their points, and the grand old bull, 
Oakhurst Easter Duke, was used along 
with several of his daughters to clarify 
various points in their demonstration. 

Following the type demonstration, 
the group was allowed to judge four 
classes of cows that were aed up in 
the stanchions in the barn. Practically 
all of the men and some of the ladies 
took part in the judging. A 10-minute 
time limit was strictly observed on 
each class, and with the exception of 


one top pair in one class the group 
agreed remarkably well on their plac- 
ings. Merton and Earl alternated on 
these classes as official judges and gave 
a good set of reasons on each class. 

For an hour before lunch the entire 
group was conducted on a tour of the 
pastures and forage crops fields on 
the 2,900-acre farm. This tour was led 
by Mr. Mathieson, Dr. Roy A. Bair, 
who was formerly with the Belle Glade 
Experiment Station and is now acting 
as agriculture consultant to a number 
of good farmers in Florida, and the 
county agent in that county. These 
men did a wonderful job of explaining 
the methods of growing, harvesting 
and utilizing the abundance of beauti- 
ful Pangola grass, white dutch clover, 
alfalfa, hubam clover, cat tail millet 
and sudan grass. Dr. Bair explained 
that Mr. Mathieson is a newcomer to 
the dairy production enterprise, and 
did not know that anything was im- 
possible, consequently he was growing 
srasses and legumes that many people 
ar ad impossible in Florida. 

Mr. Mathieson is following the 
practice of harvesting green forage 
and hauling the forage to his cattle 
rather than grazing. This practice 
seems to be working quite well. We 
saw his forage harvester working in a 
field of beautiful Pangola grass-Hubam 
clover combination, which was adja- 
cent to a field of unbelievable quality 
forage in that it contained alfalfa, 
white dutch clover, hubam clover and 
pangola grass. Because of the density 
of the forage and rain, they were forced 
to stop cutting in the latter field the 
morning of the field day. 

A delicious lunch of fish, hush- 
puppies, potato salad, baked ham, pie 
and GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk was 
served. Immediately following lunch, 
Mr. Boutwell, president of The Florida 
Guernsey Cattle Club, introduced Dr. 
Bair who spoke to the group on forage 
production and utilization with dairy 
cattle. He pointed out the methods 
they have used to improve the quality 
of forage and silage on Mr. Mathie- 
son’s farm by getting the proper bal- 
ance of grasses and legumes and utiliz- 
ing this forage at a stage of growth 
that would stimulate the greater secre- 
tion of milk and still obtain the great- 
est amount of nutrients possible. 

C. W. Reaves, Florida Extension 
Dairyman, followed Dr. Bair and 
made some inspiring remarks about 
the outlook for the dairyman in Fio- 
rida. He indicated that the dairyman 
who did the most efficient job of for- 
age production and who followed a 
well-planned program of testing, etc., 
would be the man to survive the tests 
of lower prices and surpluses. 

President Boutwell reported on the 
increase in sales of GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk and urged distributors to go all 
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out in pushing sales. C. J. Jacobs re- 
ported on sales campaigns that are 
now in progress and reported on the 
meeting of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. A general note of opti 
mism is being felt over the nation, he 
said, and 1954 is to be a good year for 
Guernsey breeders in Florida as well 
as all over the United States.

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DOUGLASTON LADY AUGUSTA 


Born March 14, 1933 


ihe prpen LADY AUGUSTA, one 
of the greatest brood cows of the 
breed, was laid away on June 6. She 
was buried in the McDonald Farm 
cemetery along side of Foremost Pre- 
diction, Myhaven King, her daughter 
“Della,’’ Valleywood Harriet, Green 
Meads Thelma and Supreme's Janice. 


She started papi. evidence of old 
age and had a couple of heart attacks, 
so she was put away at the advanced 
age of 21 years and 84 days. 

K. C. Sly, manager of McDonald 


Farms, Cortland, N. Y., knew the 
accomplishments of this great Guern- 
sey better than anyone, for he had 
been with her most of her life. We 
will let ““K. C.”’ tell her story. 

On my way to Douglaston Manor 
Farm to go to work in 1930, I stopped 
at Greenacres Farm to visit my friend 
Charlie Stiles at Moira, New York. 
While we were looking over his herd 
I saw a nice uddered, big four-year-old 
by the name of Greenacres Fairy Fern. 
Captain Barclay (Captain at that time) 
had told me that he wanted to buy 
some cows, so I asked Charlie for an 
option on Greenacres Fairy Fern until 
I would have time to get started at 
Douglaston Manor Farm and have a 
chance to talk it over with Captain Bar- 
clay. We later purchased this cow and 
took her to Douglaston Manor Farm. 
Her first calf born for us was a bull that 
we sold to B. H. Treadwell, Hender- 
shore Farm, Henderson, New York. 
He was doing no testing, so there were 
no tested daughters of that bull. Green- 
acres Fairy Fern was the first cow to be 
bred to Imp. Financier of Myrtle Place 
after he came to Douglaston Manor 
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Farm. The result of that service was 
Douglaston Lady Augusta. After that, 
Greenacres Fairy Fern had what we 
know now to be acetonemia, and died. 

At the Hilltop-Rockingham Sale in 
1935 we had four Imp. Financier of 
Myrtle Place daughters that were put 
in “choice and privilege.” Mr. Mc- 
Donald asked me what animals were 
in that consignment that I would like 
to take with me. I told him there was 
a young heifer, Douglaston Charlotte, 
but she would seohaliy bring a lot of 
money. She since has proved to be a 
great brood cow; the dam of Riegel- 
dale Emory's Conrad and several other 
good sires. She was purchased at that 
sale by Mr. Riegel. I also told Mr. 
McDonald there was a big awkward 
two-year-old in the consignment that 
probably would not be appreciated 
that day, and I would like to take her 
with me. When we put the four daugh- 
ters of ‘Financier’ in the ring, Imp. 
Cynosure Sheila was selected first by 
Mrs. Weyenberg. The next cow, whose 
name I do not remember, was selected 
by Mr. Riegel. Mr. McDonald then 
had the bid with two animals left in 
the ring and took Douglaston Lady 
Augusta. 


Lady Augusta's first calf was born 
on July 11, 1935, at Douglaston Manor 
Farm. If my memory is correct this calf 
was butchered. She was bred to Fore- 
most Prediction after being purchased 
by Mr. McDonald and had a male calf 
on August 24, 1936. This calf, Mc- 
Denald Farms Ben Hur, was sold to 
Harold Odell at Rome, New York. 
When his three full sisters were in 
milk, we checked back to find what

had happened to this bull, and Mr. 
Odell’s report was that due to the 
shortage of labor he had sold his farm 
and his herd. The bull weighed a ton 
when he sold him, and every daughter 
milked over 9000 ibs. of milk, twice-a- 
day, in their two-year-old lactation. He 
was sold by the pound and it was evi- 
dent that he was sold to the butcher. 


The next calf was also by Foremost 
Prediction, born January 6, 1938. That 
was McDonald Farms Della that was a 
member of our show herd for several 
years. She was first prize three-year- 
old at the National Dairy Show at 
Memphis in 1941. With her full sister, 
McDonald Farms Flute, they twice 
won the produce of dam class at the 
National. ‘‘Della’’ made 15700—681 

AA and was classified Excellent three 
times. ‘‘Della’’ produced five daugh- 
ters and three sons and was finally put 
away because she had an abcess in her 
uterus and would never conceive again. 
One of her sons died at three days of 
age and one of her daughters died at 
three months of age. The other two 
sons are McDonald Farms S. Leader 
and McDonald Farms Jolly Paragon, 
both in active service in our herd. The 
four daughters that lived have all been 
classified; two are classified Excellent, 
one Very Good and the other one 
Desirable. Three of those daughters 
are now in our herd and the other 
daughter was sold to Franchester 
Farms at what was then the record 
price ($13,500) for a bred heifer. She 
has since made two very nice records 
and classified Excellent three times at 
Franchester Farms. They sold one son 
for $15,500 and a half-interest in an- 
other son for $15,000. They sold one 
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daughter for $11,500 and another son 
was sold last year at their sale. Fran- 
chester, I believe, has two sons still in 
their herd. The four daughters that 
lived are McDonald Farms King’s 
Kella, McDonald Farms Fenella, Mc- 
Donald Farms S. Orchid and McDon- 
ald Farms King’s Marella. 

Lady Augusta’s next calf was born 
on December 29, 1938. This was the 
female, McDonald Farms Deressa, 
that made three records, the highest 
one being 15959—-744—-AA. She was 
classified Excellent in 1947 and 1948, 
and produced five sons and four daugh- 
ters. All four daughters were retained 
in our herd and have all made records. 
They are McDonald Farms Glory, that 
made over 700 lbs. and classified Very 
Good; McDonald Farms King’s Julia, 
that made over 700 lbs. and classified 
Very Good; McDonald Farms Don's 
Neressa, that classified Desirable, and 
McDonald Farms Le Oressa, that 
classified Very Good in 1954. All five 
of her sons are still living and in active 
service. ‘“Deressa’’ was sited by Valor’s 
Royal Blend. 


The next calf was McDonald Farms 
Elcena, born December 27, 1939. 
“Elcena” has produced eight daugh- 
ters and three sons, and is still in the 
herd. She was a full sister to McDon- 
ald Farms Deressa, and classified Very 
Good in 1947 and 1948. 

The next calf was McDonald Farms 
Flute, born December 5, 1940. ‘‘Flute”’ 
has produced five sons and four 
daughters. Her best record is 13661 
721 at five years of age. She was also 
classified Excellent in 1947, 1948 and 
1950. Flute’s oldest daughter, Mc- 
Donald Farms King’s Keepsake, 
topped our first sale at $14,500. ‘Keep- 
sake”’ classified Very Good and was 
the dam of McDonald Farms S. Mar- 
guerite that sold for $11,750 and 
topped our 1953 sale. ‘"S. Marguerite’’ 
has classified Excellent three times. 
Flute’s second daughter, McDonald 
Farms S. Music, is going at over an 
800-Ib. rate this year and classified 
Excellent in 1954. Her third daughter 
died when a few days old and her 
fourth daughter is in our herd at 
breeding age at the present time. 


The next calf was McDonald Farms 
Gentle, also by Foremost Prediction, 
and a full sister to ‘“Ben Hur,” ‘Della’ 
and Flute.’’ Gentle’s best record is 
12646—736 at five years of age, and 
she classified Excellent four times. 
“Gentle’’ has produced four daugh- 
ters and five sons. Her oldest daugh- 
ter died of pneumonia at a little over 
a year of age, and the other three 
daughters are still in our herd. Gentle’s 
oldest son was sold for $7,700, her 
second son for $5,000, her third son 
for $5,600, her fourth son for $11,500, 
and her fifth son for $5,200. 


For AUGUST 1, 1954 


The old cow's next calf was a male, 
McDonald’s Foremost Prediction, 
born on November 19, 1942. He was 
sold as a calf and was repurchased for 
use in our herd and is still in service 
here. He has sired two Excellent 
daughters to date. 

The next calf was McDonald Farms 
Tarbell, born on February 26, 1944. 
This bull went to Tarbell Farms and is 
still in active service there. He has 
sired one class leader daughter to date 
and many other very good heifers at 
Tarbell Farms. 

The next calf, McDonald Farms 
Oberland, was born on April 21, 1945. 
He was sold to Lloyd Ober, Novelty, 
Ohio. Lloyd later sold a half-interest 
in him to Welcome-In Farm at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, and he was purchased by 
Mr. Gomeno in the Welcome-In Farm 
Dispersal. In that sale his son, Wel- 
come-In Clara's Oberland, sold for 
$25,000. ‘“Tarbell’’ and ‘‘Oberland”’ 
were both by McDonald Farms Dis- 
tinction. 

The next calf was a male by Mc- 
Donald Farms Heritor, McDonald 
Farms His Laird, born on May 14, 
1946. He was used for a short time in 
our herd and was sold to Willowmere 
Farms where he is still in service. 

McDonald Farms Augusta's Ideal 
was born on November 3, 1947, and 
was sold for $8,000 in the 1948 Guern- 
sey Sale to Everett Beaty and Son, 
where he is getting a great group of 
daughters. 

The old cow's next calf was Mc- 
Donald Farms High Noble Peer, that 
was born on December 9, 1948. He 
was used in the McDonald Farms herd 
and then went in our 1950 sale, choice 
not privilege, with his full brother, 
McDonald Farms High Financier, 
that was born on December 2, 1949. 
Mr. Melenyzer took “High Noble 
Peer” for $21,000, and McDonald 
Farms High Financier is still in active 
service in our herd. 

The old cow was then bred to her 
grandson, McDonald Farms S. Leader, 
and on November 19, 1950, produced 
McDonald Farms Le Augusta that was 
sold for $22,500 at seven months of 
age to Wyno Farms. “Le Augusta” 
has produced two daughters at Wyno 
Farms, and is now on test. 

Then, on June 9, 1952, “Augusta” 
again produced a calf by her grandson, 
McDonald Farms Leader's August, 
that was sold to George Pollack, 
Binghamton, N. Y., for $10,200 at our 
1953 sale. 

That gives her a total of six daugh- 
ters and 10 sons. The old cow had 
started showing evidence of her old 
age and had a couple of heart attacks, 
so on June 6, 1954, we put her away at 
21 years, 84 days of age. She was put 
at rest on the lawn beside the barn, and 
a headstone has already been placed 


at her grave. She was voted fifth 
among the most influential brood cows 
of the breed, and for several years had 
been the only living cow in the list. 
There are 202 females and 11 herd 
sires in our herd descended from old 
“Lady Augusta."’ Over a period of 
time, we received over a quarter of a 
million dollars for the descendants of 
the old cow through the female line. 
This does not count progeny of her 
sons that were sold.

Dairy Science Meeting 
By R. D. STEWART 


Miron Eisennower, President of 
Pennsylvania State College and brother 
of the President of the United States, 
introduced Ezra T. Benson, Secretary 
of Agriculture, who made the keynote 
address at the annual meeting of the 
American Dairy Science Association 
at Pennsylvania State College, State 
College, Pa., June 22. Many who have 
heard Secretary Benson speak at other 
occasions felt that he was at his best 
before this scientific group. He has 
been interested in research throughout 
his life, and expressed his keen appre- 
ciation to this group for the approx- 
imate 300 suggestions that they had 
submitted in reply to his request for 
research in the field of agriculture. In 
discussing the agricultural program, 
he shot straight from the shoulder and 
won the admiration of all. A more 
detailed report of his address will 
appear elsewhere in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. 

Dean of Agriculture, Dr. Jackson of 
Pennsylvania State College, gave a 
scientific welcome to the group, which 
brought one of the loudest applauses 
at meetings in recent years, W. V. 
Price, president of the American Dairy 
Science Association, from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, presided at the meet- 
ings. 

Dr. Lane A. Moore, of the livestock 
branch of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was elected 
president of the association. Dr. Ira 
A. Gould, from Ohio State University, 
was elected vice-president. 

Dr. Gould, along with J. Enos Perry 
from Rutgers University, retired as 
directors of the association. Ralph A. 
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Hodson, from the dairy branch of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and George A. Hyatt, Jr., dairy 
extension man from North Carolina 
State College, were elected as new 
directors. 

Five of the nation’s highest awards 
in dairy science were presented at the 
meetings of the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association at the Pennsylvania 
State University. J. H. McCain, sec- 
retary of the Borden Company Foun- 
dation, personally handed gold medals 
and $1,000 checks to two winners. 

The Borden Production Research 
award went to Dr. Lester E. Casida, a 
member of the genetics staff at Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin for 20 years, in recog- 
nition of his work in the physiology 
of reproduction and studies of bovine 
sterility. He is a native of Missouri. 

The Borden Award in Dairy Man- 
ufacturing went to Dr. Paul R. Elliker, 
professor of dairy bacteriology at 
Oregon State College, in recognition 
of his work in bacteriology ee the 
dairy industry. He received his bache- 
lor, master, and doctor's degrees at 
Wisconsin. 

The American Feed Manufacturers’ 
Association Award of a gold medal, 
and a $1,000 check went to Dr. Carl F. 
Huffman, of Michigan State College, 
a former Borden award winner, recog- 
nizing his work in mineral metabolism 
of dairy animals. R. T. Parkhurst, 
chairman of the Nutrition Council, 
made the presentation. 

C. R. Gerhart, extension dairyman 
of the Pennsylvania State University, 
won the DeLaval Extension Dairyman 
Award, recognizing his work of more 
than 30 years in Siiey herd improve- 
ment association § activities. Dr. 
George Hopson, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
of the DeLaval Company, presented 
the award. 

The American Dairy Science Asso- 
ciation honorary membership award, 
highest recognition of the Association, 
went to Pecenot J. B. Fitch, head of 
the dairy husbandry at the University 
of Minnesota, for his efforts in behalf 
of the organization. 


R. F. Loree, President of the Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Association and 
owner of Afton Farm, Florham Park, 
N. J., addressed the combined dairy 
production and dairy extension ses- 
sions of the Dairy Science meeting. 
Harry Herman, Secretary of the Nat- 
ional Artificial Breeders’ Association, 
reported on the work of that group. 


R. D. Stewart, Assistant Secretary, 
and C, W. Greenie, of the Production 
Testing Department, attended the 
meetings from the Peterborough office. 
A. M. MacKay, field representative in 
Pennsylvania and nearby states, attend- 
ed some of the sessions. 


Many of the dairy scientists visited 
the State College dairy and saw an 
attractive herd of Guernseys, which 
created a fine impression. One cow 
was considered by many of the visitors 
to be the best uddered in the Univer- 
sity herd. During the month of May, 
the 25 Guernsey cows in milk, all 
stages of lactation, averaged 1296 lbs. 
of milk and 65.8 Ibs. of fat. 


The attractive condition of the herd, 
and the fine manner in which they were 
displayed and their outstanding current 
production, is a tribute to Clifford E. 
Bruce who came to the college in 
February, 1954, to be herdsman for the 
college Guernsey herd. He started 
with Guernseys in 1923 with the 
Babson and Millard herd at Ithaca, 
New York. He milked six cows on 
official test there, two of them finishing 
their first records with over 19000 lbs. 
of milk. He worked at Bournedale 
Farms from 1927 through 1929, and 
while there finished the record on 
Atamannsit LaNoce, and also made the 
record on Africander’s Violet, the dam 
of Bournedale Rex. Helping Mr. 
Bruce in the barns is Dick Sigel, who 
has been at the college since March, 
1954, and doing a fine job. 

Professor Clyde Hall is in charge of 
the dairy herds at Pennsylvania State 
College, P. D. Jones is the farm manag- 
er, and Fred Howser is the general herd 
manager.

barn. In the second row of buildings 
about 50 yards in the rear of the front 
row is, from left to right, the lounging 
barn for the milking herd, the mater- 
nity barn and in the rear of this barn is 
the hay barn and silos. The buildings 
will take care of 300 animals. The 
same arrangement, however, 1S desir- 
able for smaller herds. 


Under commercial operations, the 


first building in this picture could be 
eliminated and the concentrates fed in 
the milking parlor. This would permit 
the entry of the cows to the milking 
parlor direct from the lots adjoining 
the lounging barn. 

A discussion of this subject would 
not be complete without some atten- 
tion being given to the “shade” or 
shelter of the dairy herd during hot 
summer months. Some days during 
these months the thermometer registers 
above the century mark, and it ts dur- 
ing this type of weather that milk pro- 
duction shows its greatest decline. 
Therefore, shelter from the hot sun is 
just as important or more important 
than shelter from cold rains and snow 
in the winter months 

The best summer shelter is trees. 
Where it is possible to have them, 
there should be trees in the pasture and 
in the lots or corrals around the head- 
quarter buildings. More trees can be 
had than we have. Now if you have the 
urge to start planting trees, don’t wait 
for them to grow to shelter size. In 
the meantime build some brush or hay 
arbors in the pasture, and near the 
headquarter buildings if you have iron 
roofed buildings. 

Remember, that both man and dairy 
cows do their best at climatic tempera- 
tures of 40° to 60° Fahrenheit. Try to 
maintain these temperatures as nearly 
as possible.

Even on stormy days the cows appear- 
ed to eat a normal amount of roughage 
and production was not affected 
noticeably. The only effect of stormy 
weather which has been observed was 
that the cows returned to the shelter of 
the lounge immediately after eating, 
instead of loitering in the yard as they 
normally did during good weather. 

Records have shown the open 
lounge barn temperature to average 
five to eight degrees above the outside 
temperature. Furthermore, the manure 
pack, a few inches below the surface, 
was always between 70 and 90 degrees. 
Therefore, even in the coldest weather, 
the cows had a warm bed. 


REDUCING BEDDING 


REQUIREMENTS 

Most reports on loose-housing have 
stressed its high requirement for bed- 
ding materials. Actually, the amount 
is not necessarily as high as some inves- 
tigators have reported. 

The bedding requirement is deter- 
mined by the amount of traffic within 
the lounge and the time of day at which 
the material is distributed. When the 
lounge is bedded in the morning, the 
straw will soon be trampled and soiled. 
On the other hand, if the area is bedded 
after the evening milking, it will re- 
ceive comparatively little trampling 
during the night and will still be in 
good condition in the morning. It ts 
possible to maintain a presentable barn 
and clean cows with slightly greater 
straw consumption than is normally 
required in a well-bedded stanchion 
barn if chopped straw, a convenient 
and absorptive bedding, is distributed 
at the evening milking. 


SELF-FEEDING ROUGHAGES 


Studies were conducted this past 
winter to determine the amount of hay 
alone or hay and corn silage the cows 
would eat when they had free access 
to these roughages. The herd was 
divided into two groups. The group 
on hay alone ate an average of 22 
sounds daily, while the cows having 
»oth hay and silage ate 59 pounds of 
silage and seven pounds of hay. Al- 
though the cows ate more during the 
morning than at any other time, some 
animals could be found eating at any 
hour of the day or night. Self-feeding 
is the best way of assuring a constant 
supply of roughage under loose-hous- 
ing conditions. 

The amount of roughage eaten 
should have a direct relationship to the 
concentrate requirement of a cow. For 
example, it was calculated that cows 
eating 22 pounds of hay daily received 
enough nutrients to maintain their 
body weights and produce about four 
pounds of 4.0 per cent milk. Those 
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eating 59 pounds of corn silage and 
seven pounds of hay had a nutrient 
intake sufficient to meet maintenance 
requirements and produce about 19 
pounds of milk. A cow producing 40 
pounds of milk daily would have re- 
quired about 12 pounds of concentrates 
in the first case but only seven pounds 
when silage was included in the ration. 
Encouraging roughage consumption 
and feeding concentrates according to 
actual need pays off in lower feed 
costs. 


RAISING CALVES IN LOOSE-HOUSING 


Calves can be successfully raised in 
loose-housing even during the winter 
months. Calves under these conditions 
were removed from their dams on the 
second day following birth and placed 
in small, individual pens. Heat lamps 
were hung over them and during very 
cold weather were used for the first 
week or so. After weaning, the calves 
were placed in community pens or 
allowed to run loose in the young stock 
area of the barn. Calf losses under this 
system of housing have been very 
slight. 


DISEASE CONTROL A PROBLEM 


Claims have been made that less 
udder trouble and fewer injuries occur 
in loose-housing than in stanchion 
barns. However, when ailments do 
occur, their control offers major pro- 
blems. Facilities for confining or isola- 
ting animals are very limited. The 
objection of many veterinarians to 
treating animals in  loose-housing 
would be overcome if at least one 
stanchion were provided where animals 
could be held for treatment or bleed- 
ing. It would be a good idea to have 
a small hospital room constructed 
which could be closed off from the 
lounge area. Here sick animals could 
be kept warm, isolated and in a con- 
venient place for treating. 

Since the treatment and control of 
disease are difficult, particular attention 
should be given to their prevention and 
early detection. One case of ringworm, 
hoofrot, scours or other ailment is 
handled much more easily than a 
general infestation. 


MILK QUALITY 

With proper sanitary precautions, 
milk from a loose-housing barn should 
be of as low a bacterial count as will be 
obtained in a stanchion barn. More 
trouble may be encountered from feed 
flavors in loose-housing. This is to be 
expected since cows can eat roughage 
until shortly before milking. In some 
tests with the College herd it was found 
that feed flavors could be detected in 
the evening milk from most cows. 
Fewer animals had the flavor in their 
morning milk. Undoubtedly this was 
because fewer cows ate hay or silage 
during the early morning hours. 


AFTER THREE YEARS 


Three years of experience with loose- 
housing in the College herd has proved 
that loose-housing has grown beyond 
the stage of “will it work.” The im- 
mediate problem is to improve upon a 
system which is already good. The 
economy and convenience of loose- 
housing insures its continued growth 
among commercial dairymen whose 
main concern is producing milk eco- 
nomically, 

In spite of the growing enthusiasm 
for loose-housing, the stanchion barn 
will continue — preferred by many 
dairymen. Since loose-housing is a 
system of management as well as of 
housing, some dairymen are temper- 
amentally unable to adjust their prac- 
tices to take full advantage of the 
system. Others, who want to adopt 
loose-housing, will find it impractical 
to convert their existing buildings and 
uneconomical to build new housing. 
Then, too, many breeders of purebred 
cattle who desire to display their cattle 
and barns to best advantage and want 
to give the utmost in individual atten- 
tion to their animals will not find this 
housing to their liking. 

Loose-housing has certain advan- 
tages and some weaknesses. Anyone 
who is considering converting to this 
system will do well to investigate 
thoroughly before coming to a de- 
cision. However, if loose-housing 
meets the requirements, he need have 
no fears about its practicality. The 
loose-housing system of dairy cattle 
management is here to stay.

Labor is saved by loose-housing, 
horizontal silos, self-feeding, cow-to- 
can milking, etc., through more rapid 
milking, less handling of the milk, 
ease of caring for the cows and the 
barn, and less work in harvesting, 
storing and handling of roughages. 

Our dairy farmers are striving for a 
better way of life. Their objectives 
less drudgery in dairying, more leisure 
time, greater financial security, pride 
in accomplishment and a better home 
life—can be reached. These new ideas, 
plans and methods, now being pro- 
moted more successfully than any 
dairy program in many years, are help- 
ing to make those objectives a reality.
